The 
pliiase became a classic, and has 
ever sitiee been used to express the 
too frequent attitude of Big Busi 
ness towards the common people, 
The biggest business in any 
country is its government, Parha 
ment is cleeted by the people. The 
existence and power of a govern 
ment depends on the support of 
parliament, The good of the peo 
ple is the only proper purpose of 
government; just as, to serve the 
people was the proper purpose of 
the Vanderbilt railway. But as 
in the case of Vanderbilt who re 
cognized responsibility only to 


service, 


ithe stockholders and ignored the 


public, so there are governments 
which hold themselves responsible 
to parliament but forget the peo 
ple whose service is the only rea- 
son for the existence of either par 


tliament or government, 


A shining example of this atti- 


tude is the government of Sir} 
Robert Borden, Returned to pow- 
er in 1911, as the result of a 


double-barrelled campaign of lip- 
loyalty and of disloyalty in On- 
tario and Quebec, respectively, in 
his administration he as been 
free from those restaints that self- 
usually imposes on any 
party which stands unitedly for 
fixed principles. Of the long list | 
of specific promises made by him | 
in Western Canada to Western | 
Canada just before the 1911 elee 
tion, not one has been made good, 
The Naval Policy brought forward 
by his colleague. Sir George Fos- | 
ter, in 1909, was reversed in the 
campaigns of 1910 and 1911, and | 
in the session of 1912. The out- 
break of war in 1914 gave oppor- | 
tunity and reason for rising above 
party to promote union and there- 
fore military strength. But from 
the day war began, oportunity has 
been taken to ereate disunion in 
Canada, both in the west and east, 
as a means to party success, In the 
prosecution of the war itself, par- 
tisan preference has always teken | 
precedence; from the purchase of 
a pound of nails to the appoint 
inent of a brigadier general, Graft, 
unreadiness, and disregard of the 
rights of those whose services and 
sacrifices have carried the eoun- 
try’s burden in the war, has char- 
acterized throughout the war ad- 
ministration of the Borden Goy 
ernment, Our permanent casual 
ties in three years of war number 
approximately seventy-five thou 
sund, Of these the dead num 
ber over thirty thousand, 
Canada’s war debt is over 
three-quarters of a billion dollars. 
These are matters that concern the 
people of Canada,—the present 
and future generations. The peo- 
ple whose men have been killed or 
maimed, the people who them- 
selves and their children’s chil- 
dren will have to help pay the war 
debt, ure the people to whom our 
Government owes service, and an 
accounting. To render that service 
and to give that acounting, should 
be the first and most urgent pur- 
pose of any honest and competent 
government, Not so the Govern 
nent ef Sir Robert Borden, Any- 
thing to avoid the assurance of ef.- 
ficient service for the future or an 
accounting for the past, Any sub 
terfuge: any suppression of  faet, 
any exercise of unwarranted au 
thority, is resorted to, subject only 
to the assent of the party majority 
in parliament; as though the peo

ple at large had no coneern or 
right in the matter. Time was 
When the opinion of the people 


counted for something in the coun 
sels of any government in Canada. 
That time has passed. Now a ma 
jority in a self-eleeted House of 
Commons is held to be sufficient | 
warrant for executive action that 
it is frankly admitted is not ap- 
proved by the people. 

So that the majority in parlia- 
ment may be held together in de- 
fiance of public opinion, men elvet- 
ed in 111 to support principles 
absolutely at varianee with those

Bombardier Wells, Soldier by Tradc. 

William Bombardier Wells has been living up to his middle 
name since his country went to war. The British heavyweight 
champion feels quite at home in a uniform as soldiering is: his 
trade, The Bombardier was born thirty years ago today, Aug. 31, 
1887, and as a youth enlisted in the British army. He was sent out 
to India, where boxing is a very popular sport with Tommy Atkins 
and the officers and it wasn't long before certain husky young gen- 
tlemen with pugilistic reputations manifested a desire to muss up 
his handsome young face. Like the lamented Mr. Barkis, Bom- 
bardier was willin’, and he quickly acquired a proficiency with the 
gloves that made him the idol of the army in India, The slender, 
clever soldier, standing six feet three inches and built like an 
Appollo, was the ideal figure of a boxer, and after he had won the 
heavyweight championship of the army he began to entertain notions 
of winning fame and fortune in the professional ring. He made 
friends who shared his opinion, and they purchased his discharge 


and sent him back to England to clean up the bunch. That was 
in 1910, and at first Bombardier made a noise like a real hope, 


During his first year in the ring, which was the year in which Jack 
Johnson flattened out Jim Jeffries, Wells took on five men and de- 
feated them all by knockouts. Gunner McMurray, Corporal Brown, 
Sergeant Sunshine, Private Voyles and Seaman Parsons were his 
victims, but In 1911 Wells met his Waterloo at the hands of a gent 
who also bore a warlike name, Gunner Moir. He then won the 
decision in twenty rounds from Uorky Flynn, and «annexed the 
English heavyweight title by knocking out Iron spear’ In 1912 
Bombardier paid his first visit to America, and was knocked out 
by Al Palzer, although in the early rounds he made a monkey of 
the lowa farmer. Bombardier then knocked out George Rodel, 
the ex-soldier Boer. He returned to America in 19138, and was 
knocked out by Gunboat Smith. His two fights with Georges Car- 
pentier followed, and on both sad occasions the Frenchman put him 
to sleep. Bombardier looked like a goner, pugilistically, but in 
1914 he came back and knocked out Bandsman Blake and Colin 
Bell, the Australian, the latter bout being for the. heavyweight 
champlonship of the British Empire and $10,000. Wells is concid- 
ered one of the cleverest and most intelligent of present day boxers. 
Of course, the war may do things to him to put him out for good 
and even if he gets through without a scratch, he'll be an old timer 
when the “big show" is over. :
